Jackson. Dr. Jackson was, for many years, one 
of the leading authorities on paper money of the 
United States, in the collecting and writing 
field.

(Think about this; the words “intaglio printed" 
just jump out at you in the wording of the 
requirements relating to the award!)

For those of you who subscribe to Bank Note 
Reporter, you probably read the article about 
the Five Shilling (5/-) Note non-issue of 1946 by 
Australia. A rise in the price of silver prompted 
consideration of the issue of a 5/- note to 
supplement the silver coin supply. However, the 
problem passed, and the notes were destroyed 
(save a few, kept for the archives). A special 
all-rag paper had been used which contained 
very long artificial silk fibers in colors of red 
and blue. By any standards, these fibers were 
(and are) huge. 


On the same paper stock that remains from 1946 
- superb quality security paper - the Reserve 
Bank of Australia, in mid-1989, using the 
original plates, printed 20,000 "Australian Note 
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This is the first issue of the Souvenir Card 
Journal being published under the repeat 
editorship of Mr. Robin Ellis. 


As mentioned in the last issue of our journal, it 
had been decided at World Stamp Expo that our 
editorship would be a position that would 
receive an honorarium of $250.00 per journal 
with a bonus of $100.00 per issue for getting the 
journal out on a timely basis.

PS 45 - Brasiliana 83 


In the new numbering system compilation, recently published, this PS 45 was missed from 
inclusion in the USPS errors and varieties listing. The significant upshift of the Brazilian stamp 
vignette was sent to the BEP for research and evaluation. Their reply follows: 


"The submitted card has a 9mm upward shift of the black 10-cent Washington stamp vignette 


which encroaches into the bottom of the Brazilian stamp vignette. The upward shift of the 
stamp was found to be a printing error. 


"The Brasiliana 83 souvenir card was printed by a combination of offset lithographic and 
die stamping (intaglio) processes. The offset lithographic process was used to print the text 


and the Brasiliana stamp in black, and also the border lines in yellow and green colors. A 
six-subject layout was used. 


"Following the offset printing, the layout was cut to a single-subject size for printing the 
black 10-cent George Washington vignette by the die stamping (intaglio) process. With the 
particular press employed, the individual cards are introduced onto a feeding board 
containing holding pins which are intended to maintain each card in proper alignment. It 
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appears that the submitted card was misaligned when introduced onto the feeding board of 
this press, and caused the 9mm shift of the George Washington vignette. 


"After die stamping, the printed cards were trimmed to a size of 6x8" for inspection and 
packaging. A total of 102,000 cards were cartoned for Shipment in units of 2,000 cards per 
carton, Five cards were retained as specimens by the Bureau. 


"The submitted card does not meet the Bureau’s quality standards and should have been 
removed either during production or during the examination process.” 


Again reading the SCCS numbering system catalog, | suddenly realized that the premier error of 


all the Plate Printers Union cards (F 1966A) has not been illustrated in this Journal’s “Erratum” 
column. For those who might be interested it is shown here for the records.

The sequence of printing operations on this card is unknown, but it can be assumed that the text 
was probably printed last; therefore, the text could rightfully be considered to be inverted, and 
not the scenes. If any of our members have knowledge that this is not so, I would welcome such 
information sent to me at 2614 Coffey Lane, Santa Rosa, California 95403. 


Those members having a complete file of Journal back issues might remember that this column, in 
the Fall 1981 issue, pictured a counter-clockwise tilt of the vignette of the CENJEX °78 card, B 45. 


The existence of a clockwise tilt of the vignette is now shown here for the record, 


In passing, it might also be noted that the Fall 1986 SCJ (page 7) illustrated this card with the stamp 
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block vignette completely missing.

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PRIVATE SOUVENIR CARDS 


Edward F. Beers, Jr. (SCCS 42) 


I digress from the area of private souvenir cards 
and go to the Florida United Numismatists show, 
held Thursday, 4 January through Sunday, 7 
January 1990 - "Fun ’90.". It would appear that 
if you were a numismatist, it must have been a 
good show. I am not a numismatist, hence this 
most reputable show was a complete disaster for 
me. I should have known better. There was no 
souvenir card interest at all at the show. I was 
given a disdainful look if I even mentioned 
souvenir cards to a dealer. Miller’s Mint, Ltd. 
was the exception but they had not brought any 
cards to the show. 


We counted seven SCCS members at the show: 
Bill Howenton, Nancy and John Wilson, Bob 
Hallett, Otto Peters and Steve Patrick, and me. 
Steve, tremendously enthusiastic, wants to start 
a Florida chapter; this would then be our fourth 
local chapter (Washington-Baltimore area, two 
in Texas). 


We purchased ten Bureau intaglio cards at the 
show and they measured 6-3/4 x 11" instead of 
the usual 6 x 11". Steve Mansett, of BEP, told 
our staunch member Bob Hallett that these must 
have evaded Quality Control checking. This 
information has already been passed on to 
Donald Hitchcox ("Souvenir Card Erratum") for 
whatever use he may devise. But I would like 
any feedback any member can provide, purely 
for my own information. Please note my new 
Hobe Sound address - we love it, here; so much 
quieter. 


There was no BEP Spider Press at the show. I 
heard that the Tampa Fire Marshall prevented 
ifs appearance because it would have blocked a 
fire exit at the show, and you can’t argue with 
that! 


The philatelic press had advised that the US. 
Mint would be there with a souvenir card. The 
U.S. Mint was there, a souvenir card was not. 


The USPS arrived the 4th, 5th, and 6th at noon, 
with a show cancel; and departed at 4 p.m., glad 
to be gone. The only reason that Nancy and I 
went to the show on the 5th and 6th was to get 
the show cancel and we had to wait until noon 
to get that. The USPS clerks advised us that 
they would not be at the show on Sunday, 7 
January. 


I had already affixed stamps to my cards for 


January 7th cancellations. Happily, Bub 
Luckey, USPS clerk there, told us that we could 
get a plug cancel on 7 January at the Tampa 
International Airport mail facility, because they 
are open seven days a week, twenty-four hours a 
day. So this is what we did. 


The United States Bank Note Company took 
over the American Bank Note Company in 1989; 
there was no ABNC card for this FUN show. 
Aurelia Chen, the Products Manager at ABNC 
for years, is a thoroughly disillusioned person 
because she put so much effort into promoting 
intaglio-printed items for her employer. Does 
anyone have any connections with USBNC? It 
would help our hobby if they would pick up 
where ABNC seems to have had to discontinue. 


With the demise of the ABNC and its card 
program, we become more and more dependent 
on the BEP. Again, may I strongly urge you to 
write to Peter Daly (Director-Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, Washington, D.C. 20228) 
in support of BEP souvenir cards. 


I recently received a call from Leigh Dutton 
(Post Office Box 578, Idylwild, CA 92349) 
telling me that he would appreciate knowing of 
any cards that LONDON ’90 might be offering 
as he is considering attending this great show, 
which commences 3 May. 


Ken Wehring visited me over the Christmas 
holidays and brought up a point that more than 
one of you have mentioned in the past. Why not 
have a network system of SCCS members, via 
computers, available to serve the membership at 
shows throughout the country? Ken is a great 
guy, but I had to relate the following to him - 
and not because of our dealers. Can you 
imagine the tremendous amount of work, 
responsibility, time and just plain nuisance 
involved? Using a hypothetical name of John 
Doe (of Seattle) who is hooked for the ANA 
NATIONAL ’90, in Seattle, on 22 August 1990; 


John gets half-a-dozen local area volunteers to 
help him, and then the orders start coming in. 
A lot of them are confusing, no funds 
accompany the orders, no stamps are sent to be 
canceled, handwriting is illegible, requests are 
for cancels on all days of the show; then comes 
the down side. Pack all the shipments securely,

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BUREAU OF ENGRAVING AND PRINTING SOUVENIR CARDS 
FROM THE INTERNATIONAL IBERO-AMERICAN EXPOSITION 
OF 1929 IN SEVILLE, SPAIN 
Curtis D. Radford, MD (SCCS 1) 


In a recent issue of Linn’s Stamp News, a set of three souvenir cards were reported to have been 
issued by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing for the 1929 International Ibero-American 
Exposition held in Seville, Spain. These cards were reported to Linn’s by a Mr. Frederick A. Brofos 
of Warner, New Hampshire. 


THE SCCS NUMBERING SYSTEM FOR FORERUNNER AND MODERN DAY SOUVENIR CARDS 
mentioned the fact that the Bureau of Engraving and Printing had prepared an exhibit for an 
International Exposition at Seville, Spain in 1930. It was stated that it was not clear whether the 
Bureau simply prepared an exhibit or actually printed and distributed souvenir cards at that show. 
With the discovery of the Seville BEP cards and further research in the relevant Bureau Director’s 
annual report, we see that these cards were actually issued in 1929. 


Mr. Brofos initially felt that these were probably the earliest BEP souvenir cards ever discovered, 
however, informed souvenir card collectors are aware that the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
souvenir cards have been traced back as far as the 1860’s. It is interesting, however, that these 
relatively recent Forerunner BEP souvenir cards have not been reported earlier. The reason for this 
probably lies in the fact that the cards were distributed in Spain rather than here in the United 
States. Therefore, most of the copies of these cards distributed probably continue to exist in Spain. 


A total of three BEP souvenir cards were printed and distributed at the Ibero-American xposition; 


these cards were most likely made available, in an envelope, to those visiting the United States 
Pavillion at the exposition.

Mr. Brofos initially felt that the souvenir cards had been presented to his late father who was vice- 
president and European Technical Manager for International Telephone and Telegraph Corporation. 
At that time, ITT had the government concession to revamp the Spanish telephone system. However, 
the smaller of the three cards has typed on the back "Greetings/Letitia B. Wright/ Irene A. 
Wright/Regina Mercedes 1/Seville, Espana." This brief message indicates that these specific three 


cards had been obtained at the exposition by Letitia and Irene Wright and then sent as a form of 
greetings to the elder Mr. Brofos. 
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The elder Brofos passed the three souvenir cards along to his son Frederick. These cards then 
remained unnoticed in his collection for many years up until just recently. 

The first card of the set is an unusual card in a number of respects. First, the souvenir card is a 
peculiar small size for a BEP Forerunner card; it measures only 2-3/4" x 6-1/2". Additionally, it is 
the only Forerunner BEP souvenir card that I have ever seen that contains text in a foreign 
language. On this particular card, with text in Spanish, the translation is "Ibero-American 


Exposition/1929/Seville/Spain/Office of Engraving and Impression/of the government of the United 
States." (See Figure 1.)

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The second card of the set contains a large steel-engraved portrait of King Alfonso XIII of Spain 
(See Figure 2.) The third card features a similar large steel-engraved portrait of President Herbert 
Hoover (see Figure 3). Both of the larger cards measure approximately 7x10".

All three cards are printed in black intaglio on cream colored paper. 


Researching the annual directors reports of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing reveals a small 
amount of information regarding the International Exposition at Seville in 1929. The annual report 
for fiscal year ending 1929 indicates that the Post Office Department had the BEP prepare exhibits

Pictured above is a copy of FPS 1940C. While many of you have heard of the existence of this San 
Antonio Philatelic Association overprint of the basic Philatelic Truck sheet, I have yet to hear from 
anyone who has actually seen one. I must add that the master copy of the illustration that I sent to the 
printer is a photocopy - and probably a copy of a copy of a copy. However, while the vignette is fuzzy, 


the lettering is quite clear enough to prove that this variant of the basic FPS 1939A sheet does actually 
exist. 


I do not know who is the owner of this piece. All I know is that a gentleman who reads each Journal 
as it is issued sent me the copy. And for this I offer him the thanks of the Society. 


While not currently a member of SAPA, in the past I have been a member, specifically when I was 
editor of this Journal a few years ago. I talked to many of the older members of the club about this 
overprint then but none of them had ever seen one so could not then confirm that it did exist. Also, 
while they agreed with me that there almost had to be a copy hidden away in San Antonio somewhere, 
none of them could suggest to whom I might turn for further information. 


So, at the moment the subject rests. If anyone has further information about the SAPA overprint, 
please write to me and give me the benefit of further knowledge. I know that there are some members 
of the Society who would like to learn more about the overprinting history. Now the kicker - this piece 
is alleged to have original gum on the back! You'll note by reading the "Numbering System," page 84, 
that original gum is supposedly not to be found on this overprint. 


As a piece of ancillary information, Mr. Ralph A. Davis, the "agent in charge" of the postal truck while 
it cruised the United States, 1939-1941, died in Virginia on 1 September 1989 at the age of 91; 1897- 
1989. 
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HISTORY OF THE SOUVENIR CARDS OF THE 
CURRENCY CLUB OF CHESTER COUNTY 
(West Chester, Pennsylvania)

(Editor note: Prior to reading this article, those long time members of the Society who have a copy of 


the Winter 1983 Journal (Volume 3 Number 4) may care to turn to page 31 of that Journal and read the 
article beginning thereon.) 


The first card - 1981. This card was an all-intaglio card produced for the club by Security Columbian 
United States Banknote Corporation and was titled "Tenth Anniversary," in celebration of the 
inauguration of the Currency Club of Chester County in 197]. 


Composed of four vignettes, a small amount of text, and printed on quality stock the card was an 
instant success. The vignette centered at the top of the card - a seated female figure with coronet and 
coin-filled cornucopia - was printed from a die that was cracked. The crack is quite visible and is 
probably the only die-crack represented (intentionally) on a known souvenir card. 


The card was printed in two colors, brown and green, and in amounts of 5000 cards per color. The sets 
(2 cards, one of each color) sold well with eventually about 2800 sets being captured into the collector 
and dealer market. As basic demand tapered off, 3200 sets were destroyed by the club. 


The phrase "about 2800 sets" is used because eight sets remain with the club (and for sale). Apart from 
these sets, the cards are available now only on the secondary market. 


Also, the club owns an essay copy and two printer proof copies of the card that were postally cancelled 
on 21 October 1981. 


One of the proof cards has four "C" stamps (Scott 1946) - which had been issued only ten days prior to 
our postal cancel date - and a brown 6¢ "Buffalo" (Scott 1392) stamp emplaced and the second proof has 


a 3¢ “Allegorical Figure" (Scott 1087), a 3¢ "William Penn" (Scott 724) and a 6¢ airmail "Eagle" (Scott 
C23) plus, also, a 6¢ Scott 1392. 


Basic issue date of the card was 10 December 1981. Fifty sets were that-day-cancelled with most using 
four Scott 1946, a Scott 1392 and a 13¢ "Eagle with Shield" (Scott 1596) stamp. Those that did not 
have the "C" stamps emplaced have the 3¢ Scott 1087 used instead; cancellation was done at the West 
Chester post office. Further, many of the sets were eventually cancelled throughout 1982 and were 
often autographed by prominent members of the collector/dealer public. 


The second card - 1983. Produced by Cooke Publishing Company, of Devon, Pennsylvania this card was 
not intaglio printed. The card was produced in the amount of 2000 green units and 50 brown. This 
"brown run" was a printers fancy - done on his own personal whim. 


The club owns an essay copy which carries both the official and unofficial club seals, and two printers 
proof copies both of which were first-day-of-issue cancelled on 28 April 1983. One has four Scott 1946 
stamps and a 13¢ “Crazy Horse" (Scott 1847) and the other a Scott 1847 and a 4¢ "Books, Bookmark, 
Eyeglasses" (Scott 1585) of 1977. Cancellation was "West Chester, PA Gay Street Station." 


Issue date to the public was 16 May 1982, with 50 sets of brown and green being made up. Of these, 35 
were first-day-of-issue cancelled, with four Scott 1946 attached, at West Chester. The other 15 sets 
were uncancelled thus making them quite rare. (The unordered "brown run" came in handy after all.) 


At least one of these sets was first-day-of-show cancelled at the 17 June 1983 opening day of the 


International Paper Money Show in Memphis, Tennessee. The green card had four Scott 1946 and the 
brown, a Scott 1847 and 1946 attached. 
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Unfortunately, this printing contained an error, the date "1845" being used instead of the intended 
"1814." This was corrected by the following issue. 


The Replacement Card, 1983. This card also printed by Cooke Publishing has the date corrected to 
"1814," carries a tag-line stating that it is a replacement issue, and has a Hobby Protection Act 


statement on the reverse. (The importance of the date change from 1845 to 1814 relates to the Original 
founding date of The Bank of Chester County.) 


The club owns two printers proof copies carrying the club logo and the logo of Cooke Publishing. One 
copy was cancelled first-day-of-show at the American Numismatic Association annual show, San Diego, 
California, on 17 August 1983 and carries two 13¢ Scott 1847 stamps. 


For this printing 2000 sets were issued, again using the brown and green inks. Fifty sets were day-of- 
issue cancelled (25 August 1983) at West Chester. 


The fourth card - 1985. This card related to West Chester but was not issued by the Currency Club of 
Chester County. The club provided the Bureau of Engraving and Printing with a Ten Dollar "brown 
back" note (National Currency note, Second Charter period, Charter 2857) on the Farmer’s National 
Bank of West Chester - Series 1882. This note was then featured by the Bureau on their intaglio print 
souvenir card issued for sale at the 1985 International Paper Money Convention, Cherry Hill, New 
Jersey. (This is SCCS B 84). 


The club holds a mint proof and two first-day-cancelled (14 November) cards; one FDC has four Scott 
1946 and the other FDC has four Scott 1946 and one Scott 1392. 


Ten thousand cards were printed by the Bureau and sales were 6375 units. Of these, 1187 were postally 
cancelled (giving a figure of 5188 mint cards, of course) some of them being first-day-of-show cancels; 
as the show was held over a period of four days (14, 15, 16 and 17 November) there is no way to know 
how many were actually submitted for cancellation on the first day, or even how many multiple-day 
cancels were accomplished. 


For the future, specifically 1991 and the year of the twentieth anniversary of the club, we must now 
decide if the club should issue another card. If so, can we afford the price of an intaglio card at 
today’s prices compared to our cost twenty years ago? 


Should you be interested in the history of the Currency Club of Chester County, with a view to becoming 
a member, or should you desire to acquire some of our souvenir cards, please write to me: Joyce Ann 
Aspen, 420 Owen Road, West Chester, PA 19380. We have some copies of all of our issues yet available; 
unfortunately, the BEP-issued card is now available only on the secondary market. 


(Editor note, to close: I think that I shall have few persons disagreeing with me when I say that [I 
believe] the first card set issued by the CCCC has to be the card of quality for non-official, private 
issues that have come onto the market in the past twenty years.)

Vignettes" featuring the reverse of that original 
5/- note. (And the central vignette on this 
reverse of the note was a 5/- Crown coin; 5/- 
coins of Britain and the Commonwealth were 
called "Crowns.") 


This is not a souvenir card, but it does consist 
of security paper and an intaglio vignette. If 
your collecting encompasses paper money, 
intaglio vignettes and souvenir cards, and if you 
do not have this piece in your collection, you 
might want to consider acquiring it.

Projected for inclusion as the master article in the Spring 1990 SCJ (typesetting has already 
begun) is a very long article by Curt Radford on the life of William McKinley. There will be 
thirty illustrations included in this article which is. quite probably, the longest article Curt has yet 
written for the Journal. 


One of the illustrations will be a copy of the souvenir card printed by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing for the Pan-American Exposition, to be held in Buffalo, New York, May 1 to 
November 1, 1901. This is a card we al! would probably like to have in our own collections 


Shown to you, you would immediately state that it was a souvenir card. However, when is a 
souvenir card not a souvenir card? Look at the illustration accompanying this article, that which 
Shows a large ticket with serrated right edge (meaning, unfortunately, that there had at one time 
been a stub attached; also meaning that the ticket had been used for its specified purpose, to enter 


the exposition grounds - a true piece of ephemera - evidenced by the serration where the stub had 
once been). 


The ticket is of hard card stock and is called a "Souvenir Ticket". Is this, then. a souvenir card? If 
not, why not? Other expositions had the same kind of entry tickets but my (relatively limited) 
knowledge doesn’t remind of other tickets that were called “souvenir” tickets. although many of 
them were of card stock. Comment, anyone?

to insure or not to insure, did we accidentally 
place a stamp upside down, some of the cards 
may be edge-bent-slightly-etc., etc. And all 
these problems can have other problems 
emanating from them. Our large dealers could 
add many more negatives than I have offered. 
However, I am only Ed Beers and I would like to 
hear lots more from you, either disagreeing with 
me or, even, agreeing with me. 


I now quote from SCCS member Stephen J. 
Goceliak: "The other day I was going through 
my extra ASDA cards and I noticed something 
different about the LISDA ’74 card. One card 
is printed on a white card stock and comes in an 
envelope with blue printing. The other card is 
printed on a cream color card stock and it comes 
in an envelope with red printing. The one card 
is Slightly bigger than the other. Were there 
two different printings of this card? Do you 
know anything about this?" 


No, Steve, I do not. I have ten duplicates of 


ASDA 1, all on white card stock, with one 
envelope with blue printing. I do remember an 


envelope with red printing. So Steve may have a 
point. It is now up to the membership to write 
me with information which I shall forward to 
Steve. (Again, Donald Hitchcox has been 
advised of this information relating to the 
variant printings.) I’ll print your replies. 


To close - a nice souvenir card to tell about and 
illustrate. This card is a good example of the 
heights that a private card can attain. I only 
wish that you could view it in color because it is 
perfection. To the left of the four stamps is the 
logo of the Collectors Club of Chicago and to 
the right of the stamps is the embossed house 
mentioned in the final sentence of the text.

of United States Postal Stamps printed on india paper for the Seville Exposition. In addition, this 
report later States that the BEP furnished engraved plates, framed portraits, a printing press and 
supplies for printing souvenirs at the International Exposition at Seville. The cost of employee 


compensation, plate printing, materials, and miscellaneous expenses for this exhibit amounted to 
$2,785.12 total. 


The annual report later lists a total of six portraits of King Alfonso being printed for the 
Exposition. It is my opinion that these six portraits were printed by the United States government 
to be given to Alfonso as a gift. 


The three souvenir cards mentioned above were printed at the Exposition on a Spider press. As with 
other Forerunner Bureau exposition cards, no records were kept as to how many of these cards were 
printed at this exposition. Undoubtedly few have survived to today as this is the first time that 
these cards have been reported in the hobby press. Perhaps a souvenir card collector traveling in 
Spain may be able to find a set of these three cards gathering dust in a Seville antique store. 

These cards will be SCCS-coded "FB 1929B(a), 1929B(b) and 1929B(c)" respectively, using Figures 1, 2 


and 3 as basis for (a), (b) and (c). Complete description of the three cards will be furnished at a 
later update of our compilation.
